President Harrison and Secretary Blaine 
have not yet signified their willingness to sub- 
mit to arbitration the question of the rights of 
this country concerning the Bering Sea seal 
fisheries on the basis set forth in Lord Salis- 
bury’s last letter to the British Minister, 
printed Wednesday. ‘They will take time: to 
examine closely the terms of Lord Salisbury’s 
proposition and see whether the United States 
will not walk into a trap if it accepts it. At 
the first glance it seems fair and reasonable. 
It wes intended that it should So seem, but a 
closer examination in connection with the 
language of the dispatch of which it forms 
a part may warrant a contrary conclusion.

The Southern cotton planters are passing 
through an experience similar to that of the 
corn-growers of the West a little more than a 
year ago. Corn then sold at less than 30 cents 
per bushel in this market; now it is above 60 
cents. Then there was too much corn, now 
too much cotton, and the latter is in conse- 
quence lower in price than at any other time 
in the last five years. The crop is believed to 
be fully equal to eight and a quarter million 
bales, and the movement into sight thus far is 
22 per cent larger than that of twelve months 
ago. The resulting decline in price is so severe 
that the large crop is selling for less money in 
the aggregate than did the one next preceding 
it. 0 

The Reedy Fork Alliance of Greenville 
County, South Carolina, has already recog- 
nized the mischief of offering for sale more 
stuff than is wanted by buyers, and has re- 
solved to plant one-third less cotton this 
It also has asked that the members of othe 
suballiances be requested to adopt the same 
policy, and one or two county al- 
liances in Georgia are reported to have 
passed kindred resolutions. Similar requests 
have been made in former years, and among 
others than cotten planters, but to little pur- 
pose, as each man acted for himself and many 
a one was disposed to seed more than usual in 
the hope of making money out of it because 
he thought others would take the ad- 
vice he did not. It remains to 
be seen if a different result can 
be reached now that -the. planters 
are banded together. Can they control the 
outcome by dictating to one another how 
much ground shall be cultivated to cotton? 
Is it for the best they should do so? Would 
not such action be an unwarrantable despotic 
interference with the rights of the citizen? 
The last question must be answered in the af- 
firmative, and probably the others in the 
negative. It is hardly to be expected that as- 
sociative action can be carried so far where so 
many people would have to act in order to 
carry out the policy agreed uponin council 
and mentally indorsed. by each of the mem- 
bers as a first-class thing to be insisted’ on for 
al) but himself. 

The truth is that the magnitude of a crop of 
either cotton, or corn, or “it may be some 
other grain is generally determined by other 
facts than even the collective will of the grow- 
ers, to say nothing of individuals. The small 
corn yield of last year resulted not from di- 
minished acreage induced by the too great 
plenty of the previous crop but from unfavora- 
ble weather, mostly that experienced during a 
few days at the most critical stage of the 
growing season. So it may be with cotton 
this year for aught any one can now say to 
the contrary, and this view of the case may 
be commended to the Southern papers which 
are eulogizing the policy of curtailment as an 
eminently wise one and professing to hope it 
will be adopted and observed generally. 


WHEAT CROP FIGURING. 

The official figures from Washington in re- 
gard to the yield and supply of wheat in the 
United States present some interesting com- 
parisons. Using only round millions of 
bushels we have the followmg collection of 
things stated as facts: Domestic consumption 
for all purposes, including seed and exports 
for the year ending with last month 450, the 
same being only 40 less than the measured 
bushels in the crop of 1889, and 50 greater 
than the crop of last year. The seeding for 
winter wheat performed in the first eight 
months of the crop year ending with June, 
being about double that of the spring seeding 
done in the other four, we have domestic con- 
sumption for all purpoges 235 for the first 
term and 117 for the second. But theofficially 
reported exports for March to June inclusive

PEFFER’S FINANCIAL THEORIES. 

Senator Peffer, representing the arid half of 
Kansas, must have some curious ideas in ro- 
gard to the nature and uses of money. Ina 
speech at Washington he said his system 
“eliminated from money not only the element 
of intrinsic value but the power to limit or 
control the value of things in use.” What 
kind of stuff would “money” be if the said 
“money” had no value in itself, and if ite 
relative plenty or scarcity in the hands 
of an individual had nothing to do 
with his ability to. buy? It would 
not be worth holding or owning, and nobody 
would be willing to sell anything of value in 
exchange for it. Yet this is precisely the kind 
of stuff Peffer wants, if his words mean what 
an ordinary hearer must suppose from the 
phraseology he uses. It is no wonder he 
should be able to say truly that himself and 
ex-Congressman Warner of Ohio, the cheap 
silver advocate, were reasoning on widely 
separated premises. 

There is one important statement needed to 
complete the expression of Peffer's theory, 
and that is, who would determine, and on 
what basis, how much irredeemable paper, 
which he calls money.“ must be paid as the. 
price of a stated quantity of property, real or 
personal, and what inducement the holder or 
owner of the said property would have to sell 
it in exchange for money no in- 
trinsic value, no redemption in coin, and no 
power to limit or control the valuefof things 
in use. 

A few more awkward questions might be 
asked. For instance: In case the ownerof prop- 
erty did not wish to sell on any terms for such 
shinplasters, who could compel him to sell? 
In case each one of a dozen or more persons 
were anxious to buy a particular parcel of 
property, who would determine which of them 
should have it if the owner was to be 
compelled to sell it for fiat “money”? 
Under present arrangements the highest 
bidder would become the possessor, but no 
such deciding feature could exist under the 
Peffer plan. Who would compel a man to 
sell his labor today or the proceeds of some 
day of labor in the past for a piece of paper 
that was confessedly of no intrinsic value, re- 
deemable in nothing on demand of the hold- 
er, and which he very much doubted would 
prove to have buying value when he offered 
it to another possessor of property? 

Senator Peffer may be honest in his igno- 
rance in proposing to abolish the present func- 
tion of money as a standard of value, but if so 
he is simply an hotest ignoramus. It was 
easier in early times to get along without 
standard measures for length and capacity 
than without gold or silver money as 
equivalents of other property. In the 
report of the first commercial transac. 
tion recorded in the Hebrew Bible we 
find Abraham paying 400 shekels of sil- 
ver, “current money,” for a place in which 
he could bury the body of his wife Sarah. 
There is no hint that he offered an irredeem- 
able note for the land. Peffer would carry 
us back to the usages of still more primitive 
times, when property passed from one to an- 
other by gift, strictly by barter, or more often 
by the simple process of seizure on the theory 
that might makes right.” 

It is to that theory Peffer’s arguments lead 
up directly. He thinks the debtor class is suf- 
ficiently numerous to be able to vote away its 
indebtedness by making the whole people pay 
it, or by forcing the creditor to accept some- 
thing which would not be an equivalent for 
the debt. This is nothing more or less than 
an attempt to enforce the old maxim that 
“they should get who have the power, and 
they should keep who can.“ The debtor class 
in the Western arid regions have already 
got in their hands the money of other 
people, or property that has been purchased 
therewith, and he now proposes that they, be- 
ing the stronger out there, shall keep it. On 
the very same principle a tenant who has 
gained temporary of a house 
or a piece of land is entitled to claim it 
as his own, and resist to the uttermost every 
demand made by the landlord for rent or re- 
possession of the property. If Peffer were 
the owner of property to rent he might see the 
force of the argument as it would strike him 
if applied to himself.

BONDS OF POST-GFFICE EMPLOYES. 
Col. Sexton Says the Security Must Be as 
the Postmaster Wills. 

In ing the action of Postmaster Van 


discussing ion o 
Cott of New York in directing his clerks and 
assistants to secufe bonds from a certain 
trust company, Postmaster Sexton of this city 
said: 

„The acceptance of bonds and the form of 
the same are purely a persondl matter of the 
Postmaster. The employés who handle money 
in a post-office are exempt from civil-service 
examination, the idea being that the selection 
of such persons should be left to the head ol 
the office, who is responsible for their actions. 
Their bonds run to the Postmaster directly. 
The only bonds to the Government are those 

iven by m and the mail carriers, My 
nd is held for all losses in the office, and it 
is proper that I shoyld be the judge of the 
form of the instrument and the nature of the 
security given to indemnify me against loss 
by reason of a dishonest employé. 

“For instance the bonds I take are in the 
nature of a cognovit note upon which judg- 
ment may be. entered atonce. Out of 150 
bonds in round numbers that I have taken 
but one is from thesé fidelity companies. 
They have their own form of bond; I had 
mine. They wouldn’t sign the bond I pro- 
posed aud declined to accept them as se- 
curity unless they would. If Mr. Van Cott 
prefers a trust company, and a particular one 
at to secure him, the freedom of choice is 
with him. 

I was on the bond of Bolton, an employé 
who defaulted under Postmasters Palmer and 
Judd. The lawyers of the bondsmen detected 
one or two weak points in the bond but the 
sureties eventualiy se My 12 
was $1,395.

NO FEAR OF FLOODS IN NEW MEXICO. 


The Rie Grande Not Likely to Get Out of 
Ita Banks, g 

Agne, N. M., March 13.—[Special. 
Ihe alarming reports that have been pub-

Under a freecoinage system I think 
the people who have small “quantities of silver 
would | be more apt to deal directly with the Gov- 
ernment; and the coin flowing out of the mints to 
them in smaller individual amounts would quick- 

find its way into the of ordinary trade. 

ho are farmers with small stocks of bull- 
ion? 1 The rich speculaturs who now do most of 
the handling of the metal take their big sums 
that they receive from the vernment use 
them in further speculation.
